Instructs City's Counsel to 

Draft Bill Providing 

For Jury Trials 

FINDS BOSTON LOSES 
IN EVERY INSTANCE 
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Abolition of the state board of tax 
appeals is the objective of a drive 
launched by Mayor Curley yesterday in 
an order to Corporation Counsel Sam- 
uel Silverman to draft a bill for pre- 
sentation to the Legislature providing 
for a jury trial in all cases of appeal 
from derisions of assessors. 

The mayor moved after Silverman 
had called his att«ntion to a decision 
of the state board, est'ablishing a tax- 
able value of S45,000 on land and build- 
ings at 17-21 Hanover street, which the 
owners set forth In a sworn statement, 
Nov. 12, 1930, had a fair cash value of 
$75,000 and upon which the assessors 
were willing to place a comproiTiUe val- 
uation of $90,000. 

The Hanover street case is regarded 
by the mayor and corporation counsel 
as the most' flagrant of alleged unten- 
able decisions of the .state board which 
has consistently reduced by .substantial 
amounts the valuations set by Boston 
assessors which they unsuccessfully | 
sought to maintain by expert testimony. 
In an atlack upon the decisions of 
the board the mayor was to.d by Silver- 
man that "the board of tax appeals 
went so far In one case, recently decided 
by it, that the petitioners themselves 
refused to accept the gencro-sity of I'hls 
board and waived the decision of the 
board of tax appeals and reciuesled that 
the board of a.ssPs.sors of the city ofi 
Boston make other arrangements with| 
it with reference to the asses-smrnts on 
their property." 

The failure of the state board to up- 
hold the Judgment of the asse,s.sors of 
Boston and the resultant decrease In 
valuations has been viewed with grave 
apprehension by the assessors. Tliey 
are fearful that a drastic downward 
revision of property values will be un- 
avoidable if the practici ot the state 
board continues. 

A significant phase of the situation 
which has been growing more serious 
constantly is the certainly that the 
state board will be deluged with ap- 
peals from property owners of Boston 
who have declared that they will not 



accept the valuations nxea oy the as- 
.sessors this year and will avail them- 
selves of the right to se^-k abatements 
from the stat« board. 

In the interchange ot letters between 
the mavor and the corporation counsel, 
specific criticism was leveled at the 
state board for placing a value UDon 
Silverman as,«erted the opinion tnai 
t is the duty of the state board to sus- 
ain, whenever possible, the decisions oi 
local assessors, and he stres.sed the fact 
!hat the decision In every appeal by a 
,he Hanover street property equivalent 

a 50 per cent, reduction of the com- 
promise offer of $90,000 made by the 

issessors. 

"Thus," Silverman wTote, "we have a 
lecision bv thks board determining the 
value of the prop'erty a.s $30,000 less 
than the value placed by ' the owners 
.hcmsclves." 

Boston taxpayer has been adverse to 
the argument of the a.sses.sors. 

Charges that the board dLsregards 
established law relative to the admissa- 
Dillty of evidence were made by Sil- 
verman, who [lerceivcd adequate facts 
to form a basis for his recommenda- 
tion that the mayor lead a fight for 
the abolition of the board. 

The alternative, Silverman fears, Is 
the chaos that will result from the 
overruling of the judgment of local as- 
sessors. He holds the opinion that the 
personnel of the state board regards its 
sole function to be the griot. of abate- 
ments rather than a review of the ac- 
tions of assessors in establishing values. 
In his reply to Silverman, the mayor 
wrote: 

It is most unfortunate for the 
cities and towns of the common- 
( wealth that the tax appeal board as 
at present constituted does not 
number in its membership at least 
one man with intimate IcnowledRe 
and experience as to really values 
in the commonwealth. In every ca.se 
which has been presented by the 

1 city of Boston up to the present 
' time the board of tax appeals has 
I ordered a reduction in the vaUia- 
i lion, notwithstanding tiie fact that 
' the decisions rendered in substan- 
tially every case tried before a jury 

I liavn invariably been awards in ex- 
' cess of the valuations by the as- 
se.ssors of the city of Boston. 

It would appear that the only 
metliod by which the interests of 
Baston taxpayers can be conserved 
is by the application of the same 
system in the matter of determin- 
ing values when land is taken by 
the city for municipal pun^ases, 
namelv. by juries. 

Under the present system the 
rights of the city are disregarded in 
the ca.se of appeals determined by 
the board of tax appeals and the 
jurv svEtem would appear the more 
eciiiltiible method. Under the exist- 
ing law the individual citizen has a 
liKht to trial by jury and the right 
enjoyed by the individual citizen is 
a right v.Uirh in equity should not 
be denied the cities and towns of 
the comm.onwealth which under the 
present law liave tiie rlghl to ap- 
peal only on the question of the 
law and then, only, to the supreme 
court.

Gov. Ely's Ipgislative proposals to 
imend the compulsory automobile lia- 
olllty Insurance act by adopting a de- 
merit plan and a system of deductible 
policies encountered oppasition yester- 
day from Mayor Curley's committee of 
city solicitors and town counsel. 

In announcing the program it will 
recommend to the special .session of the 
Legislature the committee dismissed 
those two of the Governor's five sug- 
gested remedies as being inexpedient 
and Impractical in producing a reduc- 
tion In premium rates. Piank A. Good- 
win likewise frowned on the pair of Ely 
recommendations. 

The committee's program is similar 
in many respects to one presented to 
the Legislature on behalf of Goodwin bv 
Representative Augustine Airola of Re- 
vere. Both Goodwin and the committee 
are opposed to repeal of the compulsory 
act and both would direct the estab- 
lishment of a state rating and accident 

bureau.

their grievances. At the conclusion of 
tho mcctiug, Governor Kly said that it 
was expected that formal agreement 
would be made by the longshoremen and I 
tho steamship interests a.s soon as a eon-' 
ferenco with the j)ier workers' leaders 
covild 111' .-irranged. .lames P. Uyan, jiresl- 
dent of the International Longshoremen's 
Union, is expected to come to Boston to- 
morrow to p.'utlcljiate in the negotia- 
tions. 

Tender the tempnrm-y arrangement, the 
longshoremen will work at the rate of .ST. 
cents an hour straight time, and »1.20 
an hour tor overtime. This is the sched- 
ule called tor by the Atlantic Coast agree- 
ment.

ypeakiiiK at Francis Ou!nirt'-< golf 
dinner at the Copley-Plaza last night, 
JIayor Curley took occasion to aay 
a tew words about Boston's new 
municipal course, now In procefs of 
constr\iction in Roxbury, aud to an- 
nounce its dedication to one of Amer- 
ican Rolf's oldest and bcst;'neri pio- 
neers, George Wright. Th.e new 
course will be available for play next 
Spring, and at that time (he ?.f:'.yor 
will turn it over to posterity as a 
lasting monument to the vororan 
Wollaston Sportsman. 

Mr Wright was not in attendance 
at the dinner to receive and ackowl- 
edge this signal honor by th? Mayor, 
but yesterday held his an.nnal gath- 
ering for old-timers of the game at 
Wollaston. and the announcoiiient 
was a timely one. In the assemlily 
were many of his Wollaston ^Uv'sts — 
John Morrill, Albert Jeni<s, .lohn 
Smith and others — and they assimed 
the responsibility for him. 

The Mayor's action was fittingly 
placed in another particul-ir, blnce 
it enabled him to draw sonipthing of 
an analogy between the puest ot 
honor, Francis Ouimet, and Mr 
Wright as foster fathers nt the -.rame 
in New England. As Ouimet, by 
his great triumph at Broo!<liiio in 
1313, gave the game its Impelling 
forward thrust as a national paiitime, 
Mr Wright, 20 years ahead of him, 
had introduced it in Boston by stak- 
ing out a few holes at Frank'in Fark. 

Dark Ages of Game 

Those wcro the dark ages of golf in 
tlii.i country, an era when golf stick.i 
and clothes were regarded as a bolrl 
advertisement ot infamy. W^lcn Mr 
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Wright flrat played In 1900 there was 
only one golf course in the East, and 
that a private one, carefully screened 
from public observation, on the 
Wellesley estate of Arthur Hunnewell. 
The tide of popularity in the game hau 
not begun. 

With a few Imported clubs and a 
carefully chosen group of fricnd.s, Mr 
Wright blazed the trail in the olty pre- 
.scrvcs at Fianklin Piirk, making cups 
and grccu.s as he wont, and thereby 
crcatinij what now stands as the pres- 
ent municipal course. 

Since those benighted times, golf has 
grown bv leaps aiiri bounds, but until 
now the overlords of the City Govern- 
ment have not kept pace with its de- 
mand for increased lacillties. The new 
course in Roxbury will fill a long-lett 
need on the part of Boston's army <>' 
public links players, providing the el- 
bow room necessary for the game's 
further development. 

The present 18-hole course took care 
nf Boston's needs for several years 
after Mr V'right introduced the gamt, 
but since the war it has been hope- 
lessly inadequate. Long waits at tiia 
starting tees sometimes evoking sev- 
eral hours' delay and the attendant 
miserv of standing in line for a place 
to pliiy, detracted from the natural 
growth ot golf, and the Mayor, a sell- 
confcs.sed golfer of some intensity him- 
self, was not blind to this fact In ask- 
ing the necessary appropriation for 
another course. 

The new plant, conveniently ant 
■, cntrally located, m.\y be hailed by 
some as an extravagant venture, but 
those in touch with the financial oper- 
ation of the present one know it not 
only will pay dividends to the city as 
a recreational structure, but as well 
will prove a sound financial invest- 
ment. 
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Will Repay Investment 

Operated along the lires now em- 
ployed at Franklin Park, wherein a 
uouiiiial yearly fee is charged regular 
members and a greens fee levied upon 
casual guests, the new Roxbury coui'sc 
will quickly repay the city for its tn- 
vestmont. Despite economic condi- 
tions, the pi-esent course continues to 
show a profit, and in good times its 
revenue not uncommonly ha;i been 
twice (he amount if its expenditures. 

The layout of the course is well con- 
'. eived, and when I'cady for play will 
provide an enjoyable test for dudcr 
and adept alike. It will not be a 
championship course, judged by tlic ex- 
alted standards of national ( :)nipeli- 
tion, neither will it be too easy to de- 
prive the champion of a chance to 
show his stuff. The architects, fortu- 
nately ff»r those who will play it, have 
somehow managed to strike a happ\' 
medium, combining a little of botli 
aualities.

PictuTc on Page 2 
Action today by Gov, Kly and 
Mayor Curley effected a truce 
between longshoremen and 
steamship operators and pre- 
vented, at least tempoiarily, the 
threatened general strike which 
would tie up .11 Boston shipping.

Mayor Curley expressed strong hope, 
yesterday, .ifter President A. Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard had rejected two 
proposals to augment New York and 
Boston unemployment relief funds frOm 
the receipts o( football games between 
Harv.ird and West Point and Harvard 
and Dartmouth, that a third proposal 
will not receive lil;c treatment. 

Tlie mayor declined to give any ink- 
ling of the .sucKcstion he advanced to 
President Lowell at a conference in 
the forenoon. It was reported that the 
mayor had a.'iked the u.v of the Har- 
vard stadium for a football game which 
he is prepared to .■spon.snr for tlie benefit 
of the unemployed of Baston. 

Mayor Curley fir.st laid a message 
from Mayor Walker of New York before 
President Lowell. It wa.s proixised that 
the Harvard-West Point game be trans- 
ferred to the Yankee stadium in New 
■York, that the equivalent ot the 
receipts from the sale of all nvailablc 
seats at West Point's .stadium be Riven 
the army team and that the balance 
be added to New York's unemployment 
relief fund. 

President Lowell frowned upon the 
propoEal. Thereupon the mayor sug- 
gested that the game be transferred to 
the Harvard stadium and that after 
West Point had been fully compensated 
for the loss ot revenue from a home 
fame, the balance be divided between 
Boston and New York relief funds. 

ATTITLrtE L'NCHANGLD 

The attitude of President Lowell was 
unchanged. He impressed upon the 
mayor that the prolit.s from Harvard's 
football games arc barely enough to 
cover the co.st ot all of the athletic 
activities at tlie university and when 
the mayor made know.'i bis willingness 
to nceeiit Harvard's share of the 
receipt.'! of the Dartmouth game for the 
loral iniemplovnient relief fund. ■Presi- 
dent Lowell held firm to his original 
decision. 

The Harvard executive expres.sed his 
de.sire to help the mayor but pleaded 
that Harvard could not deviate, with 
any .iiistlficatlon. Irom a .s.v.stein which 
has been followed since its establish- 
ment 

While Mayor Curley did not admit 
thai President Lowell had a.ssured him 
ot serious coiL-iideration ot another pro- 
posal, he declared that he wa-s very 
hopeful that he would lie able to make 
an important announcement within a 
lew days.

More than a, hundred residents of the 
Bayswater section ot East Boston ap- 
peared at City Hall today full of fight 
asralnst a Strandway plan that would 
stretch from Wood Island Park to the 
Winthrop line too far inland, as the Park 
CommisRion had proposed, or .a plan that 
would encrofich to<5 far oceanwards and 
rob them of their eastward view or 
destroy bathing facilities, as the Wil- 
liam J. McDonald plan was termed. 
.Mayor Curley suRRCsted a compromise 
with a roadway midway between Ihe two 
proposals and if the IDast Boston Port 
rievelopment Company will sell the city 
.■I.non.oon teet of land at five cents a foot 
he promised to so ahead with th'.- Im- 
prove rneni 

The Park Commi.-.sion's original idea 
was to build a Str.andway from Saratusa 
street to the Winthrop line, cutting 
throuKh the hill and following Bayswater 
street and thence- alongside the Narrow 
Gauge Railroad to Neptune road, .about 
600 fcft out from the tra.cks. Mr. Mc- 
Donald, representing his company, sug- 
gested an alternative route 1200 feet 
trom the tracks, striking Bayswater 
strcei nt'ar th'' lower end and calling for 
a development in front of that .street on 
the upper end, thus shutting off the view 
ot the ocean. 

The compromise plan would project a 
roadway sno feet from the tracks, at the 
extreme point, taking in the whole length 
of Bayswater street, and thus giving the 
residents a. clear and unobstructed view. 
Though It was claimed that the residentf 
have no ripararlan rights under the new 
pier head allocation, it was stated thai 
tl-.ey had built their houses there witl^ 
the imderstanding that no developmeni 
would ever disturb them shoreward. 

When the mayor suggested to ,Mr. Me 
Donald that his company sell the city th« 
neces.sary land for the roiulway and foi 
the beach privileges at the Baywatei 
.street end at five cents a foot, the rcpl> 
was that his company had sold a largf 
track for the airport at eighteen cents i 
foot. The mayor replied that the com 
pany would have more than 8,000,000 feei 
left to develop, and the city would pa,^ 
cash for what was needed. As the mattei 
wa« left. Mr. .McDonald will confer witl 
Ills assuciines aiui. 11 a lavorauie response 
is made, will cooperate with the Park 
Department's engineer.s in the drawing 
of new plans.

Announcement of the change from 
Fenway Park to the Stadium and the 
advancing of the date from Nov 28 to 
Thanksgiving wa»- made last night by 
graduate manager of athletics John P. 
Curley of Boston College after he had 
consulted the Holy Cross authorities. 
The negotiations will be completed 
tomorrow. 



Pres Lowell Approves 

Pres A. Lawrence Ixiwell yesterday 
offered Mayor Curley Harvard's Sol- 
diers Field Stadium for a Thanksgiv- 
ing Day football game to raise addi- 
tional funds for Boston's Public Wel- 
fare Department. 

Approximately 20,000 more persons 
can be taken care of In the Soldiers 
Field arena than can be seated In the 
American League ball park, and it is 
•stlmated that If contribution to the 
unemployment fund Is made on the 
basis of excess receipts accruing from 
the greater capacity of the AUston 
horseshoe, about »60,0O0 or |70,000 will 
t>» realized. 



The SUdlum capacity Is around 
55,000, as compared with 35,000 at Fen- 
way Park. The price of seats will

Would Avoid Conflict j 

From almost every point of view the 
Curley proposal appears Ideal. The 
existing conflict between the Dart- 
mouth-Stanford contest, scheduled for 
I ov 28 In the Harvard Stadium, and 
the Eagle-Crusader tilt listed for the 
same day In Fenway P.irU, will be 
removed under the new arrangement, 
which should i intribute to the success 
of both games. 

It is possible that the receipts nor- 
mally taken In at Fenway Park at 
the annual Boston College- Holy Cross 
classic will not decrease materially 
for any of the ordinary participants, 
while the city's unemployed will 
benefit by the extra 20,000 tickets sold 
at the Stadium. 

Holy Cross and Boston College are 
under contract with Bob Quinn, owner 
of the Red Sox and of Fenway Park, 
and guarantee .lim 20 percent of the 
receipts.

Silverman Urges Legisla-

The Legislature was urged yesterday 
by Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man to order the existing compulsory 
automobile liability Insurance rates cor^- 
tinued for next year.

HINTS MAYOR HAS 
POLITICAL MOTIVES 



Directors of the Borton Real Bstat* 
Exchange, at their October meeting, 
yesterday opposed Mayor C5url«y'» pro- 
posal to abolish the new state board of 
tax appeals.

It has been stated in the press 
that Mayor Curley proposes filing 
with the Legislature a bill abolish-.. 
Ing the state board of tax appeals 
and transferring the authority to 
determine appeals from municipal 
assessors to the superior court with 
provision for jury trials. His irri- 
tation at the flndmgs of the board 
of tax appeals is ample evidence of 
the need for Its existence. While 
Ilia honor may well iv tiisturtaed at 
the situation revealed by some of 
the board's decisions, the cure for 
that situation lies to a considerable 
extent tn his own hands rather 
than In the aboUtion of the board 
of tax appeals. 

The Boston Real Estate Exchange 
dislikes controversy; but in our 
form of government eltuatlons 
somertimes arise in which an rtec- 
tivo officer is influenced by per- 
sonal political considerations to 
the detriment of the city's best In- 
terests.

POLICY CALLED WTIONG 
To return to the Boston situation, 
while Mayor Curley may not be 
fxilely to blame for the over-assess- 
ments which unquestionably exl.st, 
his handling of the situation at 
present is clearly wrong and detri- 
mental to the best interests of the 
city. It is a matter of common re- 
port that be has practically obliged 
the a-ssessors to follow the general 
policy of refusing any abatements, 
thus forcing all property owners to 
appeal their cases.

This policy .seems to us bad juag- 
ment, particularly at this Ume.

"The Boy 
Scouts of America," he concluded, not 
only provides a definite character train- 
ing program for youth, but also has a 
dclinite program of co-operation with re- 
lief agencies, which Involves the service 
of Its entire orKanizallon of nine hundred 
men and boys rendering aid through rec- 
ugni'/.eil relief channels. 

Oliver Wolcotl, president of the Boston 
Council, reviewing the records and ac- 
complishments of the Council, called at- 
tention to the f.act that 4000 boys are 
now receiving the benefits of scouting 
under the .lurisdlctlon of the Boston 
Council. 
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THE WATERFRONT STRIKE 

On one side in the longshoremen'.s strike are 
Gov. Ely, Mayor Curley, the United States ship- 
ping board, the Boston Port Authority, the pres- 
ident of the International Longshoremen's Asso- 
ciation, tlie steamship agents, and many long- 
shoremen who have not had a full opportunity 
to give their views or to listen to reason. 

On the other side are the strikers. They 
insist that all their demands .sliall be granted or 
none at all. They will not compromi.se on any- 
thing. They refuse to become parties to any 
agreement which is not signed by every line en- 
tering the port. They are engaged in what is the 
equivalent of an outlaw strike. They ask pri'vi- 
leges beyond those requested by longshoremen 
in other cities. If the three locals of Charle.s- 
town, South Boston and East Baston had been 
given a chance to vote under proper condition.^ 
on the matter in controversy, the support of the 
strike leadership would probably have been far 
from unanimous. 

Earnest and conciliatory efforts by Gov. Ely 
and Mayor Curley resulted in only a temporary 
and partial truce. The visit of President Joseph 
P. Ryan of the International Longshoremen's 
Association accomplished nothing. Indeed, 
members of the local council have virtually re- 
pudiated his leadership and have gone their own 
way, declining to consider the concessions 
which he urged on them. Mr. Ryaxt left Boston, 
stating that he wished that he "had as good a 
proposition to offer the men whose wages have 
been slashed at Galveston, Tex., as has been 
offered here." 

Boston has long had the reputation of beini; 
the most expensive north Atlantic port in which 
to do bu.siness. Tlie local longshoremen have de- 
manded and in most cases obtained certain per- 
quisites or advantages which are not observed 
in other cities. This situation has naturally 
hampered efforts to increase the business of the 
port. In addition, some members of the local 
union have .shown no disposition to live up to 
agreements with the steamship operators and 
have at times broken their -word by stoppln<; 
work on a .ship without a proper excuse or for no 
reason at all.

Matters came to a head shortly before the ' 
first of this month when new agreements on 
wages and working conditions were to go into 
effect. Representatives of the international or- 
ganization met the steamship operators in New 
York and reached an understanding regarding 
wages for the coming year. This agreement has 
been accepted by the longshoremen in nearly all 
of the Atlantic port*, The Boston longshoremen, 
however, have rejected many of Its provisions. 
They have also demanded several changes in 
working conditions, changes which would add 
materially to the cost of loading and unloading 
ships in the port, and which would not be coun- 
tenanced in other places. 

The men ask. for example, a return of the 
limited slingload. It is not limited at other 
ports Hoisting machinery on the ship and me- 
chanical equipment on the dock actually do the 
work Tliere is little or no danger of an unlim- 
ited load's injuring the men. The demand .seems 
to originate from the desire to .spread the Jobs 
out a.s far ns pos.sible and to make the employ- 
ment of additional help necessary. The Boston 
employers naturally oppo.se this condition a.s 
discriminatory. Other .similar concessions arc 
sought by the men, all of which increase loading 
and unloading cost-s and make the handling of 
cargoes more difficult than it should be. 

If the steamship operators were trying to re- 
duce wages below those accepted by union men 
in other ports or to inflict dangerous working 
rules which are not permitted elsewhere, the 
public would sympathizx; with the men. But this 
is not the case. The community suffers while the 
long.shorcmen. acting against the advice of their 
Internalional president, try to enforce their 111- 
ari'ised policy. 
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has gone out of style." 

1000 PER CENT. BEHIND MAYOR

Service to Mother* 



Kxpectant mothers will bo provided 
home aorvlce t.hl« winter by the obBtetrl* 
cal staff of the Boston City Hospital to 
relieve the demand for admission to th« 
niiternlty building which is now being 
operated to capacity, according to an- 
noumcmcnt by Mayor Curley. Dr. 
Henry S. Rowen. secretary of the hospi- 
tal IrustepH, in a letter to the mayor, 
stated that 11 was proposed to start an 
obstetric outpatient department. City 
physicians, with internes from Harvard 
and Tufts, will be prepared to SO to 
mothers on special appointment. 

In addition to providing for relief of 
overcrowding in the maternity depart- 
ment, according to Dr. John J. DowUng, 
superintendent of the hospital, arrange- 
ments have been made to divert patlenta 
to the Massachusetts General, Homeo- 
pathic, Ht. Klizabeth's, Peter Bent Bri#- 
ham and Carney hospitals, pay for treat- 
ment to be on the basis of the existing 
ward schedule of fees. 

"A survey of possible available space 
shows that the rooms formerly occupied 
by the house ofRcers are vacant," Dr. 
Rowen's letter said. "In order to con- 
vert this so-called 'nat' much Immediate 
reoonstnution would be necessary. Instal- 
lation of diet kitchen, supply room, call 
system and pluniV)ing, and when c6m- 
pleted thirty more beds would be avail- 
able. 

"The number of mothers delivered at 
our institution totaled 1986 during 19J0. 
As the number of beds available tot 
tills work Is 78 (with 125 bassinets), you 
may well surmise that there have been 
few vacant beds at any time. To rellev* 
tills present situation and to aecommo- 
date those patients who, by preference, 
would like to be attended at home, it Is 
proposed to esfnblinh an out-patient clinic 
lor this purpose. 

"This, as you know, is not an Innova' 
tlon. Many large cities have for Jong 
operated successfully such dep8-tment«."

$8(K).00() WATER BILLS 

The city of Boston sent out H.'i.OOO stimmonses 
a few niofillis ago to per.sons who had not paid 
their water bills for the first quarter of 1931. 
As thi.5 was the largest number ever mailed »l 
one time, it wa.s apparent that the uncollected 
total would break all rcc:ords. It has done so. 
It was more than $800,000 October 1. An exani:- 
nation of the books shows that the unpaid bills 
were $18,000 in IP'28, $90,000 in lfl'29 and $290,000 
in 1930, The rest, amounting to more thai; half 
of the total, is marked against 1931. Here is new 
evidence. If any were needed, nf the ext<-nt to 
which deprpsslor. has affected many BnstnnianF 

When ronsuniers do not pay their water bills 
within a .specified neriod. the city may .shut ofT 
the .supply and eventually bring suit, the debt 
being a \\e\\ against the property, but because 
of health, fire and other hazards the city does 
not usually go to such an extreme. The total is 
now .so large, however, that evidently many per- 
sons are taking advantage of tlie situation. The 
decision to put all lhc.seca.ses in the hand? of th-3 
corporation coun.sel and to take all reasonable 
measures to enforce payment is none the le.--? 
welcome for being somewhat belated. With 
general revenue falling off and destined to fall 
off more, and with requests for relief which 
must be answered, the city is under a greater 
obligation than usual to collect all money owing 

to it. 

Here is another cxiunplc mdicatmg liow much 
better the private flrm.-^ do business than the 
city, state or nation. Gas. heat, light-and-power 
and telephone companies, which have thousands 
of customer.s to whom they send bills every 
month, manage somehow to collect nearly ev- 
erything without imposing undue hardship. The 
non-public corporation.', which furni.sh some of 
our small communities with water probably make 
a better record than the municipalities them- 
selves. Where politics hitcrvene-s. as in Boston 
"and every other city, whether it is large or 
small, non-partisan. Democratic, Republican or 
isociailst, under a mayor or a city manager, it is 
usually dlflicult and often impossible to apply 
strict business methods.

Closes Convention 



Concluding thrir 21th annual con- 
vention, more than 503 memhcrs of 
the Atlantic Deeper Waterways As- 
sociation gathered last night at 
Hotel Statler. J. Hampton Moore, Re- 
publican nominee for Mayor of Phila- 
delphia, recently elected president of 
the association for the 25th consecu- 
tive term, was toastmaster.

1 in the (^(unmonwealth. 

"Government can be carried on only 
from the revenues received from th« 

I tax payers. These must be expended 

i for the greatest good to the greatest 

I number. 



Should Assist Assessor g 

"The Board of Tax Appeal Is a Uov« 1 
crnmcntal agency and in my opinion 
the duty of this board is to sustain 
Government wherever it ^an, ard to 
make it possible for Government to 
carry on. I believe that as craitlcal 
men they should assist tho Bo-ird of 
Assessors of the city wheiever possi- 
ble. These men undefc*and tho 
problems of the niunic'f.allty and 
recognize the soundness of tl-e theory 
that the burden should be jonjK by 
those best able to bear tl;--- Imrdcii to 
the end that the more unfortvma*e in 
our conimunity, the small noiie ov.-ner, 
for example, might not he crushed al- 
together with the resultant chao* that 
must follow. 

"I have not indulged In pergonal 
political con.sideratlons. I have 

.'idopted a philosophy and i 'heory of 
Government that in my op-nton la the 
soundest and for the best interescs of 
all coiu-crned. 
i "The members of the Board of Tax 
I Appeal must realize that tho small 
i owner <f property cannot afford to 
i>i.ek out and employ counsel and ex- 
ports in order to prosecute his cas» 
before ti.o board, while the owners of 
large properties select experts to pros- 
ecute their cases. So. too, must this 
ijoard appieciate that in every case 
"heic an ab.itement is granted to th» 
(.wner of V.wie propel ty in the city. An 
additional buiden i;; placed upon th» 
owners of homes and small properties, 
v.hich. of course, adds greatly to their 
already < vcrwhelminp burden. 

"I am. thcrefoie. of the opinion that 
the pres-nt Board of Tax Appeal, 
ignorant of its duty to the people of 
the Commonwealth, impractlctl in the 
exercise of its functions, is unfit, and 
the board sh- uld be abolished, a-d 
tluse cases allowed to go to the courts, 
where, I believe, in the knr; run rn .0 
justice will prevail.

"I have endeavored to require the 
snuiU homo owner to bear whatever 
burden ho could in the way of pro- 
(lucing revenues for government, but 
I have not jressed this situation to 
tho point where the home owner m;,'ht 
bo cruKhecI by the burden placed upon 
him.

CURLEY IS SPEAKER 
AT CITY CLUB EVENT 



Lord Mayor George Prank Titt of 
Manrlieslrr, Enc, liis Lady Mayoressfl 
Mrs. Alice Marlennan Till, and their ] 
party were giie-it.s of the Canadian Club' 
of Boston at a reception and dinner at 
the Boston City Chib la,<!t night. The 
entouraRe is here in the interest of 
cementhiR a more friendly feellnR be- 
tween the iieople.s of tiie two countries 
and for better trade relations. 

Roy S. Edward.s. president of the 
Canadian club, presided oyer the festl- 
vitie.s. Among tho.sc at the head t^ble 
jwere George B.-illey Beak, the new Brit- 
l.<ih consul at Boston; Mr. and Mrs. Her- 
bert Gibson of the lord mayor's party:

Hants Logan of Amherst, Noya Scotia, 
and Daniel Rase, an election commis- 
sioner of Boston. 

Consul Beak, rcspondinR to a request 
to speak, among other thing.s said that

Senator Logan suggested that Boston 
shippor.s Interest them.sclves in a water- 
ways iiroject ho l.s irvnig to advance 
m Canada that will make for a shorter 
and chcajier transportation of freight 
from t.he west to the Atlantic coast by 
instruction of an 18-milc-long canal. 
Regarriing living and business con- 
ditions at home, ho said. "Conditions In 
Canada are very bad. but with the help 
of the government we are able to look 
after the people. We c.v;pcct a hard 
winter and are preparing for it." 

With reference to President Hoover's 
suggestion for relief for the banks and 
business generally. Senator L<igan ex- 
claimed: "All hall to the President of 
the tJnited Stales and his a.ssociates 
who are putting this scheme before the 
people. I hope it is successful." 

President Edwards in prefacing his 
introduction of the lady mayoress, lik- 
ened her to J.ine Addams i'n America 
and .said she is one of the foremost 
workers for women's rights in England, 
Mrs. Titt said she was much Im- 
pre.'sed with the speed of the American 
people, "they ju.st rush along," she 
said. It is her opinion that she can't 
quite yet see the necessity for it or 
what Is to be gained in .saving minutes, 
supporting Ir'v argument by remarking 
that the poliee e.'^cort given them 
"rushed like mad" from one place to 
the other and then when they got to 
the railroad .station to g,') to IVIanehes- 
ler, N. H,. yesterday they were 20 min- 
utes ahead of train time and had noth- 
ing to do In the interim. 

She .said that "I must pay a tribute 
to American linspitalily. The hospitality 
is really so warm It is almost over- 
wlielmlng." 

Mayor Curley followed her as a 
siieaker. He spoke with reference to 
prohibition' and disarmament. He aald 



he believes that the 18th amendment 
ha."! made travelling hiterestlng to 
American people and has made for 
prof-ijerlty for "our neighbors to the 
north. I know of no other benefit," h : 
said. 

Still with roferenec to prohibition, 
Curley harked back to his recent trip 
abroad and the "lord mayor's parlor." a 
place, he said, wticre the choicest wiil.^;

custom respected. 

"I wcnrier just how mudi hu.sines- 
would he done at City Hall In Boston It 
there was a lord mayor's parlor there, 
with the 22 members of the city council 
aVxiut. There'd be an amendment pro- 
viding for a city councillor's parlor and 
later there'd iic a distillery in the cel- 
lar." he remarked .jocosely. 

Concerning disarmament, he said that 
Mahatma Ghandi has shown that 
armies and navies are not ne<'e.ssary to 
bring about desired results, but that the 
power of a iieaceful boycott has proved 
to be more [wtent than armies and 
navies. 

Mayor Titt said that it is the rule in 
England that mavors while holding of- 
fice are forbidden from talking polities 
and .said that while he would like to 
lake up .some of the remarks of Curley 
he would have to refrain from it because 
of the rule. He made a plea for better 
under.standing of the peoples of the 
two countries and .said Uiat there was 
nuieh in common between the people ot 
.^meri^n and Entjlanh and that they 
would like to build un trade relations.
